HE laft Letters from “Poland fay, That 

the King of Sweden is coming down 

the Viftula with his Foot and Baggage, 

and above roo pieces of Cannon ; ° His 

Horfe marching on each fide of the Ri- 
ver; and that ‘twas believ'd his Majefty would be 
at Warfaw by the end of October: ‘That before his 
departure from Crakow, that City was forc’d to pay 
him 100000 Crowns Contribution; That His Ma- 
jefty had excus’d himfelf from giving Audience yet 
to the Commiffioners deputed by the Republick to 
treat with him of Peace, and had ient the following 
Anfwer to a Letter which the Palatine of Maffovia 
wrote to him on that fubject.

‘ T underftand by your Excellency’s Letter from 
« Warfaw of the 23d of September, that in the Diet 
¢ at Sendomir, Commiffioners were appointed to re- 
“new Peace and Alliance between us and the King 
* of Poland ; and that we were defir'd to name 
«Commiffioners on out fide'to treat of that Affair, 
«at fuch time and place as fhould be agreed on for 
‘that purpofe. But, as we think we ought not to 
‘ flight the Mediation of the Republick, fo we hold 
‘it fit and neceffary, that, before we declare our 
‘mind on that fubject, fome Affurances fhould be 
‘ given us, that the Good Affection of the Repu- 
‘ blick for us is not alrer’d. For our part, tho’ we 
“were oblig’d to enter into Poland to purfue an 
‘ Enemy who had provok’d us by the greateft Out- 
* rages, we cannot reproach our felves with having 
‘committed Hoftilities againft the Republick ; Yet 
*feveral Attempts have been made againft us very 
‘different from what we might have expected from 
‘a Nation that is in Amity and Alliance with us. 
‘ For which reafon we judge it proper, to remove all 
‘ Jealoufies, that we fhould firft of all be inform’d, 
“by whofe Inftigation and Advice this War was 
‘ began, and thro’ whofe Influence the Army of the 
‘ Crown came to take up Arms againft us nor long 
‘ fince in the Battle of Cliffow ; and in a word, (not 
‘to mention the Intrigues which we know to be 
‘ carry’d on againft us in Forreign Courts) by whofe 
‘ Orders the Polith Troops exercife daily Hoftilities 
‘againft us. If all this be done by publick Autho- 
“rity, I leave it to your Excellency, whether the 
‘Republick it felf being culpable, can affume a 
* Power to Mediate and Treat of Peace. Burif the 
‘Republick would clear it felf of thefe things, let 
‘ the Incendiaries be difcover’d, and punifh’d as they 
* deferve;to the end we may be convinc'd of the Sin- 
“cerity of the Republick’s Friendthip for us : When 
‘ this is done, and all Sufpicion of the Republick’s 
‘being engag’d in the contrary Party remov'd, we 
‘can communicate eur Thoughrs with greater Con- 


; fidence. Mean time I heartily with that your Ex- 
cellency and the Republick may always be Happy 
and Flourith. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 7. 

Breflau, O&. 25. Letters from Warfaw of the 
22d advife, That the Swedith Infantry on the Vi- 
ftula, and the Horfe on the fide of that River, were 
advancing towards that City. One of their Boats 
laden with Artillery is a-ground near Moglina, oc- 
cafion’d by the River's being at prefent very low. 
The King of Poland is making ready to follow his 
Forces into Prudia. The Town of Thoorn have 
os Quarters to thofe that were order'd thither, 

ut Dantzick and Elbing refus’d to admit any, the 
firft pretending that it would be prejudicial to their 
Freedom of Traffick ; and the other, that being 
mortgag’d to the King of Pruffia, they can do no- 
thing without his leave. The Cardinal Primate is 
expected in Pruffia, to be prefent in the Senatus Con- 
Jfilium which was to be open’d there on the 22d, and 
affift in the Deliberations on the Anfwer which the 
King of Sweden gave to the Deputies of the Repu- 

ck. 

London, Noy. 3. This Afternoon a Mail arriv’d 

from Holland. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Nov. 11. 
Frankfort, Nov. 5. The laft Advices from the Im- 
al Army confirm Prince Lewis of Baden’s being 
joyn’d by the Generals Stiram and Thungen. Pri- 
vate Letters from Switzerland fay, That the Enemy 
had receiv’d a Reinforcement of fome Batrallions of 
Foot. We hear that the Bavarians are march’d up 
the Danube towards the Black Forreft, and on the 
3oth Vit. were at Ehingen on that River. Mean 
time the Huffars made an Incurfion, and after having 
done confiderable Damage,retir'd into Laufingen,but 
the Bavariahs advancing towards them, The Huffars 
quitted the place, which the Enemy have garrifon’d 
fince. P. S. Advice is come from the Imperial Head 
quarters near Herbortsheim of the 2d inft. That the 
French have fent a ftrong Detachment over the 
Rhine at Newbourg, andethat ‘tis fear'd they havea 
Defign on the Prince of Saxe Meyningen, who is 
pofted on the Lauter, betwixt Croon-Weyffenbur 
and Lauterburg ; whereupon fome Regiments G 
Horfe are detach’d that way. Count Gronfwelr is 
with a ftrong Detachment in the Kintziger Dale, to 
defend that Pafs againft the Bavarians. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 11. 

Frankfort, Nov. 5. Juft now Advice is come from 
the Imperial Head-quarters at Kintzingen, that the 
French underftanding that our Army was marching 
towards them, retir’d over the Rhine in great hafte. 

Count Tallard has befieg’d, and, according to 
fome Advices, taken Traerbach. 

The Armies in Italy continue encamp’d near Lu- 
zara, and begin to be extreamly incommoded by 
the rainy Weather. ; 

The Army under Marfhal Boufflers is feparated 
and gone into Winter-Quarters. 

Hague, Nov. 10. As foon as Monfieur Coehorn 
had Intelligence of the Earl of Marlborough’s being 
taken by the French, he fent an Exprefs to ~ Lord 
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Rivers to march with the Englifh Troops, that were 
going into their Winter-Quarters, towards the Maes, 
and another to the Earl of Athlone for more Forces, 
to form the Siege of Gelder ; ordering the Artillery 
to be brought to Venlo for the fame purpofe. The 
Srates likewife had taken the fame Refolution here, 
before his Excellency arriv’d, a!l fuppofing that he 
was certainly carried to Gelder. Onc of his Ex- 
cellencies Domefticks that was.carried thither and 
was fet at liberty the fame Morning by the Go- 
vernour is arriv’d here, and fays, That-the Enemy 
being inform’d at their coming into the Town, that 
my Lord Marlborough had been in their hands 
above 5 hours, fent out 3 other Parties immediately 
to endeavour to retake him, but the~Garrifon of 
Venlo appearing to inveft the place, they were 
quickly oblig’d to return. All the Forreign Mini- 
fters, and other Perfons of Qualiry, have congratu- 
lated his Excellency on his fafe return from the 
Army, after the Accident that befel him in his 
pailage. 
Londen, Nov. 3. We have fren a Letter from an 
Oficer who was in the A@ion at Vigo, Dated 
‘which gives the following Account of it. 
After we left Cadiz, we busk’d about the Sea in 
‘our way ro England about 3 Weeks, when we had 
the good Forcune to get an Account of Chateau- 
-renault’s Arrival with 18 Men of War and the Spa- 
nifGalleons in this Harbour ; on which our Admi- 
ral refolv’d to know the truth of it, andon Sunday 
laft in the Afternoon we came into the Harbour 
‘before Vigo, and found the Men of War and Gal- 
Ieons were gone about four Miles farther up the 
River, and that a Strong Boom was laid crofs the 
River ; at each end of the Boom was a Fort with 
Batteries of brafs Cannon, and joyning to the Fort 
on the Right hand was a’Battery of 25 pieces of 
Cannon, all 48 Pounders. It was refoly’d to attack 
them all the next Morning, Admiral: Hobfon to 
Command the Men of War appointed for that pur- 


Pole, and the Army:to Land about 2 Miles on this . 


e of the Battery of the twenty five 48 Pounders. 
Accordingly about 10 a Clock Monday Morning 
the 12th inftant we Landed ; my Lord Shannon 
with the Grenadiers firft, the Guards, 7 Companies 
of Lieutenant General Churchil’s Regiment, Sey- 
mour’s, and Columbine’s next, and 4 Regiments 
move afterwards ; the whole making about 5000 
Men. 5 Companies of Grenadiers as foon as we 
Landed march’d up the Hill, to come on the back 
of the Fort on the right hand of the Boom ; the 
reft of the Army march’d along the Side of the Hill, 
which was very troublefome ; in our March Lieut. 
Gen. Churchil’s Regiment was detach’d to Attack 
the Battery of 25 pieces of Cannon, being com- 
manded by Major Negus; who had the good For- 
tune to Succeed, the Enemy running away, ma- 
king bur little Oppofition ; fo they poffefs’'d them- 
felves of the Battery, which would have galld our 
Ships in their Sailing ; in and planted their Colours 
onthe Battery, that our Fleer might fee what they 
had done. Then the Ships fail’d towards the Boom, 
and Admiral Hobfon, to his great honour, be- 
hav'd himfelf very handfomly; they fir'd on him 
very briskly from the Ships and Forts, but he fir'd 
not a Shot till he was abreaft with the Forts ; and 
then he ply’d them warmly ; At the fame time my 
Lord Shannon with the 5 Companies of Grenadiers 
came on the back of the Fort, and Lieut. Gen. 
Churchil’s Regiment Flank’d ’em ; fo that the Gar- 
rifon Surrendred on Difcretion. Befides what were 
Kill'd, we took 12 Officers and 400 and odd Pri- 
vate Soldiers, moft. French. We loft fome Men, 
2 Officers of the Guards ; and Coll. Pearce of the 
Guards had part of his Thigh thot off with a Can- 
non ball, but ’tis hop’d he will recover. As to the 
Fleer, they broke the Boom, and Admiral Hobfon 


led them in, and made with his own Ship towar: 
Count Chateaurenault’s ; but feeing us {0 refolute 
the French fer their Ships on fire, which continu’d 
burning all that Day and Night; of 15 Men of War 
moft large Ships, we thall bring with us 6 or 7 very 
good ones, the reft are utterly confum’d. We have 
likewife Taken fome and Burnt the refé of their 17 
Galleons, and we hope very little of their Plate is 
taken-out; The Duke of Ormond is at Rodondella 
with all the Army befides the Gartifons in the Bat- 
teries and Forts. His Grace Landed with ihe 
Guards and march’d on foot to the Fort, doing what 
became his Quality and Character ; and in the Eves 
ning march’d to Rodondella, where ’tis hop’d he will 
have like Succefs,

that 4 Companies of Lieutenant foe Churchil’s 
Regiment, and a Detachment of Lloyd’s Dragoons, 
are.arriv’d at Falmouth from Vigo, under the Con- 
voy of the Sterling Caftle and the Effex Men of 


War, and all the reft are expected daily.
